Claim 24. (currently amended) A transgenic plant comprising a transgene encoding a 
heterologous gene comprising a nucleic acid of interest operatively associated with a SHORT- 
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ROOT promoter, said promoter comprising a the nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:4 and 
functioning , wherein said promoter functions to promote stele-specific expression in shoots of a 
the plant , s o that the gene of interest is expressed in shoots . 

Claim 25. (currently amended) The transgenic plant of Claim 2$ 24, in which the gene 
nucleic acid of interest encodes a gene product that increases starch, lignan or cellulose 
biosynthesis. 

Claim 27. (currently amended) The plant of Claim 22, wherein said gene nucleic acid of 
interest is a SHORT-ROOT gene nucleic acid .
